SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The booklet entitled Chocolat is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is given because the book is considered to promote and support the 
exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes. 

The book is comprised entirely of photographs of young girls posed seductively to 
reveal their breasts and buttocks. The settings of moody lighting and loose, revealing 
clothing or lingerie imitate adult sexual modeling. This portrayal of the girls creates an 
impression of them as being sexually aware and enticing. The imposition of adult 
sexuality on these pre-pubescent and pubescent girls is considered to be intended to 
arouse adult readers. 

For promoting and supporting the exploitation of children and young persons for 
sexual purposes, the publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). In this instance, the 
classification overrides the rights and freedoms outlined in the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990, because it is a deeming provision under the FVPC Act. 
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
